NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—A special to the 
Herald from Boston says: There is intense 
excitement among Cuban residents here 
who have followed the course of the revolt 
in the island. ‘The reason is the receipt of 
information that the most formidable expe- 
dition, of those which have been fitted in 


this country has er in getting out 
to sea safely, and that, if all has gone wel 
it will be on hand to materially aid the 
hting Cubans in their next big battle. 
The plans for this expedition have 
f ulating for the last four months, and 
everything was in readiness for the sailing 
of e steamer some weeks ago, in fact, 
three dates were fixed for her departure, 
but at the last moment each time it was 
learhed that agents of the Spanish Govern- 
ment had become cognizant of the proposed 
expedition, and it was necessary to call a 
halt. But now the steamer has stolen 
away, and with men, arms and ammuni- 
tion and some new devices in the way of 
machinery of war, is on the high seas, 
g with it the hopes of thousands 


carry 
“of Cubans in this country. Every one of 


them is now anxiously awaiting to hear 
that the redoubtable Gen. Enrique Collazo— 
for it is he that is in charge of the expedi- 
tion—has set foot on Cuban soil. And 
with him are hundreds of the flower of the 
Cuban youth, with a force of officers to 
restrain the foolhardy recklessness of youth 
and inexperience. 

There is the General’s brother, Col. Tomas 
Collazo; there is Capt. Soler, and Lieuten- 
ants Caflos Martin Pori, omas Laza and 
Carlos Maccia, Second eutenant Jorge 
Serpa, while the last, though not the least 
group, includes Dr. Antiga, Capt. Briel 
O’Farrell and Capt. Cuspiere of the French 
army, and a French chemist, who proposed

Restaurateur Tuatcher’s Troubles With 
the Missouri Electrie and Power Co. 


The fight between D. C. Thatcher, the 
restaurateur, and the Missouri Electric 
Light and Power Co. has assumed a ludi- 
crous phase. When Thatcher opened his 


place on Olive street he put in his own elec- 
tric light plant, but to provide for exigencies 
he had the Missouri Company put in a 
switchboard. Nothing went wrong with 
Thatcher’s machinery and he had no occa- 
sion to use the company’s light; so when 
at the end of the first month he received a 
good-sized bill he refused to pay.

Both 
Mr. Hammett and Mr. Goucher explained 
that all the material passed through the 
Same dies, but the shrinkage occurred in 
burning. An allowance of 1% inches was 
allowed for shrinkage, but no manufacturer 
could control it, as it was bound to vary.

Knee Pants Makers and Manufacturers 
Unable to Agree. 


The strike of Kneepants Makers’ Union, 
No. 80, American Federation of Labor, has 
not yet been settled. The strikers demand 
an advance of 20 per cent., which the man- 
ufacturers claim they are not justified in 
paying. The competition from the East,

A profit of nearly $11,000,000 on $65,000,- 
000, or about 17 per cent in six months, is 
fat plucking for the bankers. That 424 
rich government whose bonds are worth 
in the market 122% should be duped into 
giving a syndicate such enormous profits 
is incredible. 

But the question now to be determined 
is, will the Government be victimised 
again? That the bankers want another 
plucking of go rich a goose goes without 
saying, and that the gold reserve is now 
at their mercy is a patent fact. But 
will the Administration expose the people 
to another raid by persistence in a polis: 
of imbeoillity? 


BOOMERANG TARIFF FIGURES. 


The American Protective Tariff League’ 
has issued a circular purporting to con- 
tain figures showing the average number 
of men employed in certain industries 
and their average wages pow, as com- 
pared with the average number of men 
and wages under the McKinley tariff. 
No names or locations are given, and it 
is evident that the figure are largely 
arbitrary. 

Taking the League’s figures a® they 
stand, however, they merely prove that, 
owing to the panic and subsequent grad- 
ual resumption of business, certain lines 
of industry have gained in men and 
average wages while others have lost. 
For instance, taking the League’s own 
figures, the average number of men em- 
ployed in bleaching and dyéing incredsed 
from 323 in 1890 to 641 in 1895. The aver- 
age number of then engaged in boiler and 
engine making, on the other hand, de- 
creased from 6,006 in 1890 to 3,396 in 1895. 

The average wages paid in these two 
industries is in about the same ratio. 
They increased from 100 to 159 in the 
bleaching and dyeing business and de- 
ereaséd from 100 to 80 in the boiler and 
engine making industry. 

It is evident that while* the panic 
caused a big falling off in the demand for 
boilers and engines and a corresponding 
falling off in average wages, it could 
not affect adversely the bleaching and 
dyeing industry, which steadily grew 
both in number of men and rate of wages. 
A panic may reduce the demand for 
engines and boilers, but people must have 
clothing and clothes must be bleached 
and dyed. 

Other items in the Tariff League's list 
are equally subversive of the claim that 
the Wilson bill has reduced employment 
and wages. The average number of 
men engaged in box making has in- 
creased from 100 in 1890 to 105 in 1895. In 
brass goods manufacture the average 
number employed has inereased from 357 
to 417. In carpet making the increase has 
been from 361 to 440. In the coal and 
coke industry the inerease was from 
2,381 to 2,767. In eotton manufacture the 
increase was from 4,976 to 5,400. 

There are a number of other increases 
both in average number of men and rate 
of wages. 

An examination of the decreases given 
dy the Tariff League fails to prove the 
contention of the protectionists. Ih no 
article did the Wilson bill make a larger 
reduction in tariff than gloves, Yet the 
average number of men employed in 
glove manufacture, on the League's 
showing, has increased from 415 to 420, 
while the average wages paid hes in- 
creased from 100 to 114 since 1890. 

It is evident that if figures cannot lie, 
the can sometimes cut both ways, and 
that they are dangerous in the hands of 
those who desire to make them prove 
facts that are not go.
